Fluid  milk  markets  remained  relatively  quiet  but  firm  in  early  February, 
accordinp;  to  reports  received  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
from  Filk  'distributors.  Cooperative  Agencies,  Market  Administration,  and  others. 
Dc^alers'  buying  prices  were  up  slightly  in  a  fevr  markets.'    The  ^major  increase 
^    yras    that  of  11    cents  i:er  hundredweight  ^for  Class  I  milk,  effective  ""February 
1st,  in  Jacksonville,  Florida.    A  decline  of  5  cents  per  hundredweight  was 
reported  for  the  Femphis,  Tennessee  market,  but  at  most  markets  dealers'  buj'-ing 
prices'  remain  the'  same  as  last  month.     Retail  prices  also  are  firm  but  very 
few  changes  took  place  the  past  month. 

The  avera.p^e-  Class,  I  price  for  3,5,  percent  milk  in  122  cities  in  earlv  February 
was  0.3 •24    per  hundredweight,  the  sam'e  as  in  January  but  17  cents  per  hundred- 
wei'-ht  higher  than    the  Februar-  1943  average  of  .t'S.OY.     The  5-year  (1938-42) 
Febriiar"  averr-.ge    was  C2.36  per  hundredweight  and  the  10- year  (.1932-41)  February 
average  was    A2.07.     There  was    a  fairl'"'  steadv  increase  in  buyin^;  prices 
during  the  past    three  years,  and  t>e  current  level  is  the  blithest  -^^or  February 
since  1920.     Compared  with  January-,  dealers'  buying  prices  .remain  the  same  in 
most  geographic  divisions,  "the  only  chan'te  being  a  1  cent  increase  in  the  South 
Atlantic  States.     The  avera.-^e  price  o'^  m.ilk  sold  retail  to  consumers  in  25  cities 
was  14.92  cents  per  quart  in  Februar;'''.

The  National  averag,QS  of  prices  paid  by  distributors  for  class  1  milk  and  by 
consumers  for  home  delivered  milk  in  Mo.rch  are-  the  same  as  those  in  February. 
The,  price  p,aid  for  class  1  nilk  stays  at  $3.24  per  cwt.  and  the  retail  price 
for  home  deliveries  at  14.9^  per  quart.  Compared  to' March  last  year,'  hov/cvc 
the  class  1  price  was  15^  per  cvrt,  higher,  and  the  retail  price  »2&^  per  qt . 
higher.  • 

In  general,   the  fluid  milk  markets  have  experienced  a  very  favorable  vrint'cr 
from  the  standpoint  of  supplies.     For  the  nost  part,   the  v/ca-thcr  has  -been 
open  with  no  severe  storms'  to  retard  production  or  interfere  with  deliveries 
by  producers  to  country  plants  on  nearby  markets,     Although  the  quality  of 
concentrates  for  d.airy  feeding  has  not  been  up  to  peace  tine   standards  ,  bc- 
CaMse  of  the  mildness  of  the  weather,  nilk  production,    since  the  beginning  of 
the  winter  has  not  suffered  as  much  as  it  would  have  under  more  adverse  con- 
ditions. 

Ac  cording  to  the  United  States  Crop  Ecporting  Board,  milk  production,  which 
in  -Janual'y  was  "  2/o  .b elovr  -that  .  of  a  yoao"  ear.ligr,,   in  Fcbrun,ry  .  on  a  daily  basi  s 
v/as  only  1^  below  February  1943.     Therefore,   in  spite  of  the  continued  strong 
der.and  for  fluid  nilk,   distributors  have   in  general  been  able  'to  satisfy  tha,t 
den  and  during  the  vrintcr  months  with  somcvhat  more  ease  than  they  had'  in.  ■ 
supplying  the  denahd'  in  the 'late  fall-. 

Thc-Crop  Eeporting  Board  sto.tca  th^'.t ,    in  general,  nilk  production  per  cow  on, 
March  1  w.as   about         loss   than  a  year  earlier,  but  that   there  were  more  cows 
on  farr.iS.     On  Jr>,nuary  1,   this  year,   cows  and  heifers  tiio  years  old  and  over 
kept  for  milk  on  farms  set  a  new  high  record  --  27,607,000.     This  record  num- 
ber' of  cows,  however,  docs  not.  necessarily  indicate!  a  record  high  production 
for  1944.

Major  governmental  action  during  March  in  regard  to  fldid  milk  prices  includes 
the  suspension  of  portions  of  the  federal  milk  marketing  orders  in  the  Chicago, 
Toledo,  New  York,  Hew  Orleans,  and  Louisville  markets,  'which  would  have  reduced  ■ 
the  producer  price  for  class  1  fluid  milk  during  the  spring  and  early . summer. 
The  suspended  portions  of  the  orders  would  have  lowered  the  producer  price  of 
class  1  milk  fr on- 10  to  25  cents  per  hundredweight  during  those  months,  Amend~ 
ments  tp- the  marketing  order  in -the  Quad  Cities  (111,  &  Iowa)  becamie  effective 
April  1,    Among  other  provisioas ,  these  amendments  will  increase  the  price  of

In  the  San  Francisco.  Region,  maximum  fluid  nilk  prices  to  the  armed  forces  of 
the  United  States  were  increased  to  the  same  level  as  the  wholesale  price  to 
retail •  st; ores,  hotels'and  restadrafnts.  Prior  to  this  action^,  the  armed  forces 
paid  "institutional  prices''^  which  were  lower  than  the  wholesale  prices  paid  by 
retailers. 

Milk  production  on  farms  in  the  United  States  increased  sharply  during  March, 
with  production  estimated  at  9,8  billion  pounds,  according  to  the  U,  S,  Crop 
Reporting  Board,    This  is  an  increase  of  14  percent [from  the  February  produc- 
tion of  8,6  billion  pounds j  and  is  less  than  one-half  of  one  percent  higher 
than  the  March  1943  production.    The  increase  compared  with  last  year  was  due 
to  a  larger  number  of  cows  on  farms,  in  spite  of  a  smaller  production  per  cow. 
While  there  was  a  fairly  sharp  seasonal  upswing  compared  with  February  in  many 
states  because  of  relatively  mild  weather,  the  weather  was  unfavorable  for 
maximum  milk  production  in  many  of  the  Northern  States,  .

Flaid  milk  markets  continued  steady  In  early  May  with  only  a  few  pfice  changes  from 
a  month  earlier,  according  to  reports  received  ?jy-the  U,  S,  Department  of  Agrical- 
tare  from  milk  distributors,  cooperative  agencies,  Market  Administrators,  and 
others.    The  major  changes  in  prices  paid  by  dealers,  compared  with  early  April, 
were  a  25  cent  per  hundredweight  advance  in  Durham,  North  Carolina  and  a  decline  of 
9  cents  per  cwt.  effective  May  1  in  the  Greater  Kansas  City  area.    Retail  prices  for 
milk  delivered  to  homes,  and  also  prices  at  stores,  dropped  ^  cent  per  nuart  at  Man- 
chester and  Nashua,  N,         At  St.  Joseph,  Missouri  the  retail  price  at  stores  advan- 
ced -f  cent  per  quart. 

Both  the  U»  S,  average  of  wholesale  prices  paid  by  dealers  for  Class  I  milk  end  the 
retail  price  paid  by  consumers  for  milk  delivered  to  homos  remain  unchanged  from 
last  month.    In  early  May,  dealers  in  133  cities  paid  an  average  of  $3,24  per  hun- 
dredweight for  Class  I  milk  testing  3,5  percent  butterfat.    This  is  the  same  price 
as  prevailed  in  each  of  the  four  pr©cedi1ag  months,  and  compares  with  $3,16  in  May 
last  year  and  the  5-year  (1938-42)  May  average  of  $2,31,    The  average  retail  price 
of  milk  delivered  to  consumers  in  25  cities  was  14,92  cents  per  quart  in  early  i*lay, 
compared  with  14,88  cents  in  May  1943,    The  U,  S,  average  of  retail  prices  also  has 
not  changed  since  January, 

On  April  20  the  War  Food  Administration  announced  thr^t  during  May  and  June  sp-les 
quotas  on  cream  and  nilk  by-products  will  be  100  percent  of  the  June  1943  sales,  in- 
stead of  75  percent  as  provided  previously  in  areas  under  WFO  79  restrictions,  A 
few  days  later  WFO  79  was  amended  to  allow,  with  prior  approval  of  the  Office  of 
Distribution,  emergency  increases  in  quotas  of  handlers  during  the  April-July  per- 
iod, where  deemed  essential.    On  April  26  WFA  announced  new  dairy  production  pay,, 
ment  rates  for  the  period  May  1944  through  March  1945,  conditioned  upon  Congression- 
al provision  for  administrative  expense.    The  new  rates  continue  the  existing  geo- 
graphical differences  in  payments,  but  all  payments  on  whole  milk  will  be  reduced 
15  cents  per  hundredweight  during  May  through  August,    From  September  1944  through 
March  1945,  the  new  rates  provide  for  an  increase  of  25  cents  per  hundredweight  for 
whole  milk  over  the  summer  rates.    It  also  has  been  announced  that  from  May  1 
through  June  30,  ice  cream  manufacturers  will  be  permitted  to  use,  in  the  production 
of  ice  cream  and  other  frozen  dairy  foods,  75  percent  of  the  milk  solids  that  they 
used  in  May  and  June  1942,  respectively,  and  the  maximum  milk  solids  content  of  ice 
cream  has  been  raised  to  24  percent  for  these  two  months. 

Milk  production  on  farms  in  the  United  States  .is  estimated  at  10,2  billion  pounds 
for  April,  according  to  the  U,  S,  Crop  Reporting" Board,    This  represents  a  seasonal 
increase  of  4  percent,  compared  with  the  March  production  of  9,9  billion  pounds,  but 
it  is  slightly  lower  than  the  April  1943  production  and  also  lower  than  in  April 
1942,    With  these  exceptions,  however,  it  is  the  largest  April  production  of  recond,  ' 
The  seasonal  upswing  was  not  quite  as  sharp  from  M.- rch  to  April  this  year,  as  in 
1942  and  1943,  and  it  was  less  than  average.    The  number  of  milk  cows  continues  to 
be  about  2  percent  larger  than  a  year  earlier^  but  the  production  per  cow  has  been 
lower  because  of  delayed  pastures  and  unfavorable  weather  in  most  of  the  important 
dairy  States,    The  cumulative  production  of; milk  during  the  first  4  months  of  1944 
(Jan. -April)  totals  37,2  billion  pouiidSi^  or  slightly  more  than  the  37,1  billion 
pounds  produced  duj?ing  those  months  last,  year.

FLUID  MILK   PRICES    IN    CITY   MARKETS  .ALMiiV-^J 
FOR  JUNE  ,1944 

-Reports  received  "by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agricultiire  from  milk  distribu- 
tors, cooperating  agencies,  market  administrators  and  others  indicate  that  fluid 
milk  markets  declined  slightly  in  early  June,     The  major  changes  in  prices  paid  "by 
dealers  occurred  in  Paducah,  Kentucky  where  the  price  advanced  to  $3.15  per  hundred- 
weight for  class  1  milk  testing  3.5  percent  hutterfat  and  in  Wichita,  Kansas  where 
the  price  of  3.5  percent  class  2  milk  advanced  16  cents,  "both  effective  June  1, 
Offsetting  these  increases  was  a  10  cent  drop  at  Lima  and  Marion,  Ohio,  5  cent  de- 
cline at  Akron,  Ohio  and  a  slight  drop  in  the  Greater  Kansas  City  market,  all  ef- 
fective June  1,    Retail  prices  for  milk  delivered  to  homes  and  also  retail  prices  at 
stores  advance  ^  cent  per  quart  on  June  1  at  Paducah,  Kentucky. 

For  the  first  time  since  May  1940  the  United  States  average  of  wholesale  prices  paid 
hy  dealers  for  class  1  milk  declined  from  a  month  earlier,  "but  the  drop  was  only  1 
cent  per  hundredweight.     In  early  June  dealers  in  122  cities  paid  an  average  of 
$3.23  per  hundredweight  for  class  1  milk  testing  3.5  percent  hutterfat.     This  com- 
pares with  $3.24  in  May,  $3.18  in  June  last  year  and  the  5-year  (1938-42)  June  aver- 
age of  $2,31.    Retail  prices  for  milk  delivered  to  homes  have  not  changed  thus  far 
in  1944,     In  early  June  consumers  in  25  cities  paid  an  average  of  14,92  cents  per 
quart  compared  with  14,88  cents  in  early  June  1943  and  the  5-year  June  average  of 
12.55  cents  per  hundredweight. 

The  major  governmental  actions  effecting  milk  markets,  include  a  Federal  Order  at 
Wichita,  Kansas,  effective  June  1,  replacing  the  federal  license  under  which  milk 
marketing  in  that  area  had  been  regulated  since  1934,    The  new  order  establishes  the 
price  of  class  1  (fluid)  milk  with  a  3. 8  percent  hutterfat  content  at  $3.65  per  hun- 
dredweight and  the  class  2  (cream)  price  will  "be  25  cents  below  the  class  1  price, 
or  $3.40.    To  help  lessen  the  strain  on  dairy  manufacturing .and  transportation  fa- 
cilities during  the  flush  milk  production,  WEA  has  suspended  a  provision  in  the  Bos- 
ton milk  marketing  order  which  eliminated  from  the  market  pQOl  any  handler  selling 
less  than  10  percent  of  his  milk  as  class  1  milk.    At  Fall  River,  Massachusetts, 
WFA  has  issued  an  amended  order  for  the  area,  effective  June  1,  providing,  among 
other  things,  for  a  more  orderly  marketing  of  class  2  milk;  a  differential  to  re- 
flect the  added  cost  of  receiving  milk  at  cotantry  plants;  and  an  increase  in  the 
price  of  class  2  milk  d\n-ing  April,  May  and  June.     In  late  May,  farmers  in  the  Quad 
Gities  (111. -Iowa)  area  were  to  vote  within  a  few  days  on  proposed  amendments  which 
would  lower  the  class  4  milk  price  approximately  10  cents  per  hundredweight  diiring 
the  flush  months.    WEA  will  conduct  a  public  hearing  on  June  21,  at  Clinton,  Iowa  to 
hear  evidence  pn  the  advisability  of  regulating  milk  marketing  in  the  Clinton  area 
by  a  Federal  Order,    In  the  Connecticut  sales  area,  handlers',  quotas  for  fluid  milk 
for  the  month  of  June  are  continued  at  105  percent  of  sales  of  milk  in  that  month 
last  year. 

During  May,  milk  production  on  farms  in  the  United  States  increased  about  seasonally 
but  somewhat  more  rapidly  than  last  year.    Production  for  the  month,  estimated  at 
11.9  billion  pounds  was  2  percent  short  of  that  in  May  1942  but  about  the  same  as 
for  May  last  year.     The  number  of  milk  cows  was  somewhat  larger  than  in  1943,  but 
production  per  cow  somewhat  less.     In  late  May,  however,  with  production  per  cow 
only  slightly  below  the  1943  level,  total  milk  production  rose  somewhat  above  that 
of  a  year  earlier.
